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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1 -5 are pending in the application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Miekka et al (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,629,068). 

Miekka discloses a security article (col 2, lines 52-55) comprising a light transmissive 
substrate (transparent cover sheet, col. 3, lines 11) and a color shifting multi-layer optical film 
(ink layers, col. 3, lines 15-17). The light transmissive substrate has a first surface and an 
opposing second surface, the first surface has a diffraction grating pattern or holographic image 
(col. 3, lines 14-15). The color shifting multi-layer optical film is formed on the diffraction 
grating pattern or holographic image such that the film conforms to the shape of the diffraction 
grating pattern or holographic image pattern (figure 1). Furthermore, the color shifting multi- 
layer optical film, i.e. ink layers, has an optical effect that is decorative and difficult to duplicate 
by forgers (col. 3, lines 19-21). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Miekka as 
applied above, and further in view of Coombs et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,214,530). 

Miekka is relied upon as described above. 

Miekka fails to disclose that the multiplayer optical film comprises an absorber layer, a 
dielectric layer and a reflector layer. 

Coombs discloses an optical variable interference device, which has an observable color 
change at different viewing angles. The device can be utilized in optically variable interference 
devices or optical shifters for a thin film design. Coombs design has made it possible to achieve 
additional observable colors. See column 1, lines 10-24. 

The device comprises an absorber layer, a dielectric layer, an absorber layer, a dielectric 
layer, a reflector, a dielectric layer, an absorber layer, a dielectric layer, and an absorber layer 
{figure 2). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
to use the optical variable interference device of Coombs as the anti-forgery ink layers of 
Miekka. One of ordinary skill would be motivated to do so because Coombs would provide 
Miekka with additional observable colors making it harder to forge.
